That spc of determination was never more tested 
than in his eight-yeor quest to finance ond build a modern 
stote-of-the-uit football stadium for “the best fans in the 
world.”

On March 13, 1996, Jock Kent Cooke, Maryland Governor 
Ports N Glendening, ond Prince George's County Executive 
‘Woyne Cuny signed a contract paving the way for the immediate 
start of construction ofthe new home ofthe Redskins. 

‘When the stadium is completed for the 1997 season, the 
78,600 seat modern, state-of-the-art outdoor natural grass 
stodium will include over 280 executive suites, os well as 
15,000 club seats, 

‘Most important to Redskin fans is Mv Cooke's unwavering 
decision not to charge personal set licensing fees (PSU's) for the 
Redskins new stadim, 

"Yes, | am the owner of the Woshington Redskins,” Mr 
Cooke tecently told WILA-TV sports anchor Rene Knott, "But 
‘more important, | am the trustee for the best bloody fons on the 
face of the earth. | hove no right, morally or legally, in my 
‘opinion, to move the franchise, Charging those great fans a PSL 
(s something that | just won't do. It never crossad my mind, not 
even once,” 

The indomitable optimist. "I have always had a will to 
succeed, 10 win, however you want 0 phrase if,” said Mi Cooke 
40 Barry Lorge, the former sports editor of The San Diego 
Union.

‘Another of Mr Cooke's buildings bears a similar 
oppellation.

‘Angeles Lokers ond NALS los Angeles Kings, Mr Cooke 
von into a concrete wall with that city’s Coliseum 
Commission on an arena lease for his teams.

While the Redskins may be the crown jewel of his 
sporting interests, they do not stond alone in his 
successes. For over forty years, Mr Cooke has been o 
premier sportsman, beginning with minor leogue 


baseball He puchased the Maple Lens in 1951 ond a 


year later wos named Minor League Executive of the Yeor by 


The Sporting News. 

As owner of the Maple Leafs, Mr Cooke formed o close 
cossociation with Branch Rickey, and developed much of his 
sporting philosophy through their friendship. 

Then came expansion into professional basketball and 
hockey in Los Angeles, where he became Choismon ofthe Board 
‘ond President of Califonia Sports, Inc, corporate parent ofthe 
Forum, the Kings andthe Lakes. 

Chonces ore oe ofthe records sat by bis World Champion 
1971-72 Loker team - 0 remarkable 33 consecutive game 
‘winning streak - may even outlast the Forum, In addition, Ar 
ook laid the foundation of Loker championships for years to 
come when he traded for Kareem Abdul Jabbar then drafted ond

“im amazed at just how much John Kent Cooke dows 
behind the scenas to ensure this organization runs 
stmoothly,” says the Head Coach Wory Turner. General 
‘Manager Charley Casserly adds,“ dont knowhow we could 
‘operate this organization without John Kent Cooke's 
experince,” 

The Skins of-the-feld accomplishments since Mr Cooke 
cassumed administration of the team in 198) rival the eight 
playoff appearances, four NFC championships, five NFC East 
civision titles, and the four Super Bow! appearances. 


The most vivid example of his leadership is Redskin 
Pork, which became the headquarters of the team in August 
of 1992. Mi. Cooke coordinated the design ond construction 
of the 161-acre state-of-the-art training complex, which is 
‘considered at the top of NFL training facilities. 

The team’s saturation of the radio and television 
‘motkets in the metropolitan Woshington area is another 
‘estoment to MM, Cooke's marketing ond negotiating ability. 
‘An innovator in the telecasts of preseason scrimmages, the 
Redskins preseason television contract with WILA, renewed in 
1995, ranks among the mos atractve inthe NFL, 

In March of 1995, Mr Cooke negotiated 0 three-yeor 
todio contract with flagship station, WIFK-FM, which 
bwoadcasts games in stereo enhancing the Redskins rio 
‘network, Haditionally one of the largest in the NFL with over 
‘90 stotions stretching from Maine to South Carolina, 

Mr Cooke represents the Redskins at the National 
Football League meetings. The NL recognized his ability 
when Mr Cooke wos asked to serve on the Special 
Commissioner Committee selecting the cuient Comnissionet, 
Poul Tagliabue, In twin, Tagliabue tobbed Mr Cooke five 
yours ago for assistance, as a member of the Executive 
Committee of the Management Council, in negotiating a new 
‘layer union contract. After countless hous of work, those 
cfforts came to fruition in 1992 with the new agreement 
‘between the League and the NFL Players Association, 

Given his varied ond extensive background, Mr Cooke's 
‘management success with the Redskins is understandable, 
We attended Waterloo College in Canada, majoring in English 
‘ond journalism. In 1959, he become a trainee 
direclov/ producer with Associoted Television in England, ond 
worked in Los Angeles o yeot later in the production 
department of QM Productions, a Hollywood television 
production company, and subsequently American Coblevision 
Company, o coble television company. 

In 1965, Mr Cooke became the Vico President of 
Advertising, Soles, and Promotions for all sports and 
entertainment events at the Forum in Inglewood, CA, the 
home of the NBA Lakers and the NHL Kings, 

‘Mr Cooke relaxes away from professional sports with his 
wile, Rito, sailing their 42-foot sloop “Que2" on the 
Chesapeake Bay.

‘and Redskin Properties. 

‘Mr Cooke wos born April 29, 1937 in Toronto, 
Conodo, where he was educoted at St Andrews ond 
Upper Conoda College. Following his graduation he 
began his career in broadcasting, advertising and 
professional sports. 

Survivors include his wife, Anita Crone Cooke; 0 
ughter,Coralyn Jean MacEachem: two sons, Ralph, 
J, ond Philip and o granddaughter, Skylar Cooke
